Black firefighters express concern 
over alleged racism; chief to meet

Just as the Columbus city 
, government has been forced to 
confront allegations of racism 
within the Division of Police, 
another group of Black uni- 
formed officers -- the city's fire-: 
fighters -- have been attempt- 
ing to schedule a meeting with 
Chief Donald Werner to alle- 
viate what one firefighter 
called the “escalated hostility” 
thdt exists in the Division of 
Fire. 

Chief Werner has agreed to 
meet with thé firefighters. and 
is currently drafting a state- 


ment which expresses. his 
goals within the division. 
The element which crystal- 


, lized the concern of Black fire- 


fighters about their status 


"within the division was a Nov. - 


27 letter to the Columbus Dis- 

ich from Richard R. Yoerger, 
4 Battalion Chief. The tetter 
Stated that whites, both male 
and female, had been “discrim- 
inated against” because of a 
previous federal court case 
which found that Blacks had 
been discriminated against by 
the CFD and ordered that each 
firelighter class had to be at 
ony 50 percent Black The 


order was to.continue until the 
percentage of Biacks in CFD 
equalled the percentage in the 
Columbus metropolitan area. 

As of the most recent infor- 
mation available, there were 
145 Blacks in the CFD, 18.7 
percent of the 772 officers. 
However, only two Blacks are 
among the 168 supervisors 
within the division. 

On Dec. 3. the Black firefigh- 
ters sent a memorandum -- 
signed by most of them -- 
requesting a meeting with 
Chief Werner to discuss the 
sentiments expressed by Chief 
Yoerger A Black firefighter

who has requested anonymity, 
has also expressed concern 
that, in the words of one fire- 
fighter, “we're not recognized 
as being legitimate in this fire 
department.” 

They believed that the sen- 
timents expressed by Yoerger 
were rampant throughout the 
CFD, and that Black officers 
have been cut adrift by the 
whites and by the union. 

Chief Yoerger ‘stood by his 
statements in the Dispatch let- 
ter. noting that, while it “wasn't 
intended” to harm Black fire- 
fighters, ‘my letter was a

Cleveland mourns school supt.’s death 


Dr. Frederick D. Holliday, the 
first Black superintendent of 
Cleveland's public schools 
took his life on the stairwell of a 
local high school. Holliday's 
body was discovered on the 
morning of January 28 by a 
pupil at Aviation High School, 
4101 N. Marginal Road in Cleve- 
land. His death. which 
occurred two days prior-to the 
discovery, was due to a single.

“Dr. Holliday suffered a very 
violent, self-inflicted death.” 
said Dr. Lester Adelson. Cuya- 
hoga County’s chief deputy 
coroner “He died of a single 


gunshot wound which entered

caused extensive damage to 
his vital internal organs. There 
was no possibility\of survival.”

Robert Bolton, a Cleveland 
police spokebman, Holliday's 
body was fownd at a stairwell 
leading to the tower at the high 
school The police also founda 
two-page, typewritten letter in 
the office of the high school's 
principal. After a thorough 
examination by the police 
department's scientific identi- 
fication unit, it was revealed 
that the letter was Holliday's 
suicide note 

“The events of the past few

He had apparently been 
driven to the school earlier.that 
morning by Cleveland Board of 
Education employee Pat Mar- 
tin Casually dressed, the 58- 
year-old superintendent was 
carrying a flight bag when he 
entered the school. Police later 
discovered the bag near the 
suicide letter but stated that 
only clothes were inside. 
Various city officials reacted 
to Holliday’s death with imme- 
diate shock and sympathy Ina 
City Hall press conference 
held hours after the discovery, 
Cleveland Mayor George V. 


In the last month of his life 
Holliday’s fear of losing his job’ 
may have reinforced his dislike 
of adults and led him to take his 
life, Saturday, Jan 26. inside of 
the Aviation High School. on 
North Marginal Road. 

After Cleveland School 
Board Superintendent Freder- 
ick D. Holliday learned of the 
slaying of Cleveland school 
student, Gloria Pointer, he told

Colleagues of the late Dr. 
Frederick Holliday have 
expressed an assortment of 
opposing views relating to the 
causes of the public school 
superintendent's suicide. 

Dr. Holliday died of a self-

He left 
behind a typed letter that indi- 
cated job pressures prompted 
him.to take his own life.

A Columbus man. indicted 
by a Franklin County grand 
‘jury on two counts of aggra- 
vated murder with death 
penalty specifications, was 
being held Tuesday in the 
County Jail on a $1 million” 
surety bond. 

Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court Judge Clifford 
Rader, said the charges 
against Hassen Habibi ljuju, 
also known as James Gamble, 
40, of 2412 Ridgeway Dr. are 
considered “very serious.” 


“His arraignment Jan. 25 was 
the biggest one | ever saw 
because of the large crowd. His 

- attorney can apply for a bond 
reduction if he wishes,” Rader 
said. “A trial date wili be set in 
about 30 days." 

Bill Owens, spokesperson 
for the Franklin County Pro- 
secutor's office, said There 
are two reasons why you set a 
bond: one is to ensure that the 
defendant will appear in court, 
and the other is for the protec- 
tion of the community, and 
those are the standard criteria 
for setting a bond.”

one statewide officeholder -- 
Secretary of State Sherrod Brown.

What Ruvolo is saying -- and 
what. so many Democfats fail to 
understand -- is that diminishing 
Democratic links to the Black 
community would be suicidal.

Shielding corporate murderers

The right to punish or seek fed- 
ress from those who injure us has 
been a tenet of most societies 
throughout history. There jis an. 
inconsistency. however. Those 
who advocate harsh penalties for 
convicted murderers do not 
demand the same punishment for 
corporate criminals whose crimes 
have had an even more devastat- 
ing effect. . / 

A recent decision by the U.S. 
Supreme Court heightens this 
inconsistency. The Court 
unanimously decided that the 


protected from an order to assume 
the costs of cleaning up his dump 


bankruptcy. 

After the terrible ilinesses and 
deaths wnicy result from 
improper use and storage of chem- 
ical wastes at/Times Beach and 


Love Canal, the need for such 
cleanup was, of course, never in 
question. Instead, a New York 
Times article implied, it was the 
sanctity of the bankruptcy laws 
which was being upheld in this 
case. 


Hiding behind the bankruptcy 
statutes is not a new trick. When 
the Johns-Manville ‘Company. a 
major producer of cancer-causing 
asbestos. was faced with thou- 
sands of lawsuits, the company 
simply took the easy way out -- 
they filed for bankruptcy. The 
company will therefore have to 
pay only a portion of each claim 
filed. ‘ 

‘Documents released during a 
1978 Congressional hearing 
clearly show that. even in the early 


1930's. Johns-Manville and other 
asbestos producers were well 


aware of the hazards of asbestos. 
They did all in their power to sup- 


press medical evidence about the 
stomache cancers and incurable 
lung disorders which employee 
medical exams were uncovering in 
astounding numbers. 


This is more than a question of 


fines and bankruptcy statutes. 


however. What is really at issue 
here is equality of law. Clearly, itis 
much easier for society to deal 
swiftly with the murderer of one 
store owner during arobbery than 
itis to punish the corporate giants 
whose actions result in the suffer- 


ing and death of thousands. 


Our minds are often unable to 
comprehend the magnitude of this 
greater guilt. How can we ade- 
quately respond, for example. to 
the Johns-Manville medical direc- 
tor who callously tells'us that his 
company didn't put warning labels 
on insulation containing asbestos

Well Heip Will You? 


Albino charges Blacks, 
whites, both racists 


Dear Editor:: 
.. You might better understand 

Albinism or the word Albino, 
as someone with pure white 
hair, pale white skin and pink 
eyes that constantly move. 
They can't tolerate bright lights 
and burn easily when exposed 
to the sun for long periods of 
time. . 

Albinism is much more than 
this. It's an inherited congeni- 
tal condition in which there is 
an absence or decrease in 
Melanin pigment formation. 
Pigmented parents of all 
Albinic children regardiess of 
their race, carries a recessive 
gene for Albinism. 

About one out of every 
15,000 American Negroes are 
affected by a form of Albinism. 

. Asmall amount of pigment can 
be. formed as in yellow and 
brown Albinism. In more 
severe cases of Albinism, 
where no color exist, one in 
28,000 Negroes are affected. 

Forms of Albinism can affect 
various parts of the body, the 
eyes Ocular Albinism, the skin 
and hair Cutaneous Albinism 
and in more severe cases, Ocu- 
locutaneous, the entire body is 
depigmented either com- 
pletely or partially giving the 
skin and hair'a yellow.or tan 
appearance. There are three 
features that all Albinic people 
have, Nystagmus ‘constant 

s+movement of the eyes, Photo- 
phobia eyes are sensitive to 
light and low visual acuity. The 
severity of these features 
depends on the type of albi- 
nism. Along with these physi- 
cal problems are psychologi- 
cal ones as well, including 
feelings of isolation and 
rejection. 

The treatment that the 
Albinic person receives from 
the, pybdlig, vas, and, progably 
stil is based on ignorance, 
superstition, and Jack of infor- 
mation. There are misconcep- 
tions and myths about people 
with Albinism. They are consi- 
dered freaks because their 
white hair and complexion is 

_ unattractive, something to be 
pity or killed because it is a 

, curse by God. 


Some people think they are a 
product of bi-racial parents or 
a product of in-breeding and 

‘some think, we are of an 

entirely differentrace. Most 

' people don't understand the 
Nystagmus and think, that we 

‘ gee better at night and that we 
only should come out at night. 
People with Albinism have 
been the object of laughter, 
jokes and mistreatment for 
years. 

The Albinic Negro faces 
severe problems of prejudice, 
ridicule and isolation. Unlike 
their caucasians counterparts. 
they bear very little resemb- 
lance to their families and their 
race as well. especially if they 
are completely depigmented. | 
have known some who have 
colored their hair and wear 
layers of makeup to conceal 
their identity. Color or the lack 
of color does play an important 
part in discrimination. It’s this 
lack of color that traps the 
Albino person between two 

worlds, a genetic anda racial. 


To live life as an Albino, yet be 
defined as Negro, can be very 
frustrating. 

Through personal expe- 
rience, | am well aware of the 
cruelty people inflict on one 
another. The most crue! of all 
was the treatment that ! 
received from the Negro peo- 
ple, members of a race that |! 
was supposed to accept as my 
race. 


My first bit of rejection came — 


after birth. My father rejected 
me because of my appearance 
and accused my mother of hav- 
ing slept with a white man. This 


- type of ignorance and lack of 


information was common in 
the late 50's and'I'm sure it still 
exist today. Although, my 
mother loved me she had no 
idea how to prepare herself for 
this situation. Most of the 
Negroes that she came in con- 
tact with, ridiculed herand said 
that.! wasn't her daughter... 

They blamed her for doing 
all sorts of evil things. Their 
favorite comment was to tell 
her what they would do if! were 
theirs. They would dye my hair, 
put me in church or use meto 
make money because | had 
psychic powers. Unfortu- 
nately, there were no educated 
people nor organizations 
around to help families deal 
with these problems. 

Over the years, mom con- 
tinued to tell me that | was 
Negro and a human being who 
was no different than anyone 
else. 

My appearance contradicts 
every possible excuse she gave 
me. | was left in shock and dis- 
belief of m§ Negro heritage. | 
couldn't ignore the fact that | 
was Albino and how | got to be 
that way needed to be 
explained. It wasn’t enoygh to 


way” or.‘that's just the way you 
are” | needed to know why | 
had to be so different and 
treated so badly. This border- 
line existence caused me to 
have an identity crisis, | didn't 
know how to think or feel about 
myself. 

The impact of the mistreat- 
ment during school years 
turned my lack of trust to 
hatred. and fear of people. | 
stayed away from all social and 
sexual contacts. All | wanted 
was to be left alone and not 
made fun of. My self-esteem 
was low, | felt isolated ir. a 
world of colored people 
because up to that point, I'd not 
come in contact with another 
Albino person like myself. 

Mistreatment and its effects 
are still the same regardless of 
its source. When the Cauca- 
sians found out that | had 
Negro parents, their ridicule 
was more along the lines of 
jealousy:.! was much whiter 
than them yet too white to be 
Negro. 

On the other hand, the com- 
ments received most from the 
Negroes was that | was imitat- 
ing life and acting like. |-was 
white. it was the Negroes on 
buses, passing on the street, 
and in any public place, who 
would embarrass me with loud 
screams, laughter, harsh 
remarks and name calling. | 


| seemed to.be in a no win 


situation. 
( After some soul searching | 


tried to figure out why | must

Education 


Poor Black families who are strugglingto educate 
their children must be given an opportunity to 
expand options in education outside the public 
school system--even though there is some effort 
finally to improve the quality of public education. 
tion. f 

Many inner-city children are teapped_in inferior 
public schools and for many this means a life func- 
tional illiteracy, unemployability and poverty. Hav- 
ing a choice gives families dignity and self-worth. 

Hundreds of neighborhood-based independent 
schools started by Black teachers and parents exist 
nationwide. More than 250 independent schools 
have been identified by the National Center for 
Neighborhood Enterprise. 

Supported almost exclusively by tuition and 
modest fund raising efforts, they are defying the 
notion that inner-city Black youngsters cannot 
learn. In fact, students attending these institutions 
often outperform their public school counterparts. 

Some form of voucher should be given to eligible 
parents so quality education can be purchased from 
schools of their choice. In other 

would provide these parents the same kinds of 
options as middle-income and wealthy parents have 
to choose quality education for their children. 

In addition, there should be more public recogni- 
tion by the Reagan Administration that independent 
schools are a rich, vital new resource in the effort to 
educate all Children. ‘ 

The Black community has few if any programs 
that teach its youth to become producers of goods 
and services. There is no counterpart to 4H, Junior 
Achievers, or Future Business Leaders of America. * 
Because entrepreneurial values and experiences 
are learned at an early age it is recommended that 
support be given a national effort to teach Black 
youth entrepreneurship. 


Family Develo pment 


Despite the myriad of problems facing the Black 
family it continues to be the primary vehicle for the 
survival of the Black community. Many of the pro- 
grams intended to assist Black families are in fact 
undermining them. Once such program is foster 
care. 

There are nearly 300,000 children trapped in the 
repressive conditions of the current child welfare 
system. More than half of these children are Black. 
Only 33,000 are legally free for adoption. 

Yet, there are 25,000 to 50,000 children who could 
be freed for adoption if aggressive efforts were 
made. The cost of maintaining youngsters in foster 
care is approximately $2 billion annually. 

Recent evidence suggests that children who 
remain in the foster care system have a mortality 
rate twice that of the national average, and approx- 
imately 30 percent of incarcerated felons were in 
foster care. In other words, we are incubating 
tomorrow’s criminais at public expense. 

The Black community has developed solutions 
that could reduce the number in foster care substan- 
tially. An assessment of the extended family con- 
cept as it applies to Black neighborhoods as well as 
replication of innovative neighborhood-based 
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successful approaches nationwide. e 
The Council recommends that the Administration 
take action to increase work, incentives for low- 
income families by: ; 
the earned income tax credit; 
increasing the personal tex exemption >: 


availability of attordable quality day 
care for 


working perentes; 

adopting European modets of allowing unem- 
ployment compensation and other income transter 
payments to be used for personal tsych 
as skills training, education, and/or the creation of 
self-employment. ’ 
The French and British have innovative options.” 
For example, in France, any citizen who is entitleé@to 
unemployment compensation can elect to collect 


* six months of benefits at a lump sum to invest in a 
business. Great Britain's “enterprise allowance” 


program allocates eligible unemployed people*an 
allowance of $60 a week in exchange for working at 
least 36 hours per week to establish a businéss.

Fr 
Technically, transfer payments for starting new 
businesses in the United States are illegal. Instead 
of penalizing entrepreneurship and self-sufficienty, 
however, we should-look at ways to encourage’ it.

Racial Justice, a number of Black scholars and 
members of the Black Leadership Forum argyed 
that “the most urgent problems facing excluded 
Blacks can best be addressed by focusing on three 
areas: the progress of the economy. the condition 
of the Black family, and educational opportunity- 
..(T) hey provide a framework for constructing s 
tions to the reat ,.structural failures in society a¢d 
not just the superficial cracks and tears.” 

They went on to say “that Americans must fafe 
the likelihood that greater--not less--government 
intervention and planning are required to revitalipe 
the national economy.” 

The Council members agree with the focus on the 
economy, the family, and the quality of educatior ps 
the keys to reversing the current isolation and dep- 
rivation of Blaék Americans, but repudiate the 
notion that government wrought solutions are 
intrinsically better and more effective than the se#f- 
help entrepreneurial strategies and resources 
already in the Black community. The indigenops 
strengths of Black Americans, indeed all Ame 
cans, have always served as catalysts for growjh, 
development and prosperity. This Councils pip- 
posed policies build on these strengths.

Other pieces of legislation 
passed by Black legislators 
included: HB 65 (sponsored by 
Ray Miller), which reduced the 
time the Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission has to decide a 
case from two years to one 
year; HB 1 (Troy James), which 
approved creation of the Ohio 
Housing Finance Agency to 
provide low-interest loans for 
home buyers; HB 152 (ike 
Thompson), which prohibits 
cigarette manufacturers from 
giving cigarettes away to 
minors; HB 29 (John Thomp- 
son) licensing all X-ray 
machines; and HB 432 (Otto 
Beatty) changing the name of 
the Department of Public Wel- 
fare to the Department of 
Human Services. 

One “fish that got away’ was 
SB 53, sponsored by Sen Wil- 
liam F. Bowen. This bill would 
prohibit the state from invest- 
ing in firms doing business 
with South Africa.

The city council president 
said that “In the 1950's and 
60's, fire hoses in Alabama and 
lynchings in Mississippi soid 
civil rights in cities like Coltum- 
bus. Today, we don't have such 
atrocities to tug at our morals.”

Harambee School buys 


11th Avenue facility. 


On Wednesday, Jan. 23, 
1985 Harambee School offi- 
cials purchased the Eleventh 
Avenue Elementary School 
facility from the Columbus 
Ohio Board of Education. 

The 26.400 square foot facil- 
ity sits on two and one-half 
acres of land, in the South 
Linden Area. 

The three-storied building 
has 26 classrooms. several 
offices, a gymnasium that will 


seat more than 500, persons, . 


and a library learning center. 

The school is centrally 
located, one block from Inter- 
state 71. It is less than 2 miles 
from downtown and Ohio State 
University. 

‘The facility wads purchased 
for $90,000. This was made 
possible by a $9,000 loan from 
Harambee parents and an 
$81,000 low-interest loan from 
the city’s Economic Develop- 
ment Division, Jobs Dept. 

Harambee has also received 
a $30,000 grant from the 
Columbus Human Services 
Dept. to assist with renovating 
the facility. The school must 
match this grant with $30,000 
in sweat equity. 

“We plan to renovate the 
facility during February -- 


by 


Black History Month. Hundreds 
of volunteers are being recru- 
ited to help with non-technical 
tasks -- scraping paint, restor- 
ing tile, etc,” according to 
Mwanza (Charles O. Ross), 
director. , 

“We are planning a first class 
facility. We want to demon- 
strate what can be done 
through.commitment coopera- 
tion and hard work.

We must no 
longer sit and wait. for help 
from afar. If we put our crea- 
tive energies together, we can 
create jobs, and find perman- 
ent solutions to the economic 
problems facing Black peo- 
ple,” he noted. 

“The Black community must 
turn in the days ahead to eco- 
nomic development. We can 
no longer wait for jobs, We 
must go out and create jobs. 
No one has a gun at our heads 
forcing us to spend all of our 
money outside of our neigh- 
borhoods. No one is driving us 
out of the inner city to shop- 
ping centers in the suburbs: 
We can find creative ways 
within the inner city to produce 
and trade goods and services. 
We can revitalize many of the 


old buildings in our neighbot- 
hoods and trade good cheaper 
than the expensive shops in the 
suburbs. To do this we must 
mount a massive public rela- 
tions campaign,’’ Mwanza 
added 

“This is a very historic 
moment” said Mwanza. “This 
tremendous facility will enable 
us to have a far reaching 
impact in the Columbus area 
We hope to play a major role in 
improving the quality of life in 
our community.” 

The school plans to move in 
three major directions.he 
stated:

1984 - - good news, bad

(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 


It's been a long and, ulti- 
mately, frustrating year for the 
state's 12 Black legislators. In 
their own cases, the year 
ended satisfactorily: all who 
were up for re-election won 
handily, with none getting less 
than 60 percent of the vote and 
ike Thompson of Cleveland 
getting over 94 percent. 

Yet that victory was linked to 
defeat on several fronts. The 
state's legislators, all Demo- 
crats, saw their party's presi- 
dential candidate, Walter 
Mondale, overwhelmed in 
Ohio; their party’s two 
Supreme Court justices lose; 
and their caucus lose control 
of the Senate, 

When the 115th General 
Assembly began in January of 
1983, it started in hope for the 
Black legislators. They had re- 
entered the statehouse on the 
hooves of a massive;, 700,000 
vote stampede for Governor 
Richard F. Celeste. They had 
also regained contro! of the 
Senate, although by the slim-. 
mest of margins -- 17 votes to 
16 for the Republicans. 

But there was an immediate 
holdup: Black former State 
Sen. M. Morris Jackson was 
contemplating a coup, which 
would place him as president 
of the Senate with the support 


for Black legislators 


of the 16 Republicans, in 
exchange for ceding to the 
Republicans control of the key 
Senate chairmanships and 
staff. After the intervention of 
the Governor and others close 
to Jackson, howéver, this plan 
was throttled, and Jackson 
later resigned to become a 
member of the State Personnel 
Board of Review. 

Democratic control of the 
Senate led to the appointment 
as Senate Finance chairman of 
William. F. Bowen of Cincin- 
nati. With C.J. McLin and the 
five other Black legislators on. 
the House Finance Committee, 
there was an opportunity to 
pass legislation expanding 
opportunities in key areas of 
law benefitting minorities -- 
particularly with regard to HB 
584, the minority set-aside law. 

In fact, amendments sub- 
stantially expanding the scope 
of the set-aside law were 
placed in the budget bill in the 
House. However, legal coun- 
sel advised the Black legisla- 


tors to remove these amend-. 


ments, because it was feared 


their passage would endanger ' 


HB 584 as it was being heard in 
the courts.Reluctanttly, 
C.J. McLin had the amend- 
ments pulled from the budget 
bill. However, the effort proved 
successful, and HB 584 was 
upheld in the courts.

Colorectal cancer--cancer 
of the colon and rectum--is one 
af the most common forms of 
cancer. itis the second leading 
cause of cancer deaths in Ohio 
and country. 

Last year, approximately 
130,000 people nationally and 
6,500 Ohioans developed colo- 
rectal cancer and an estimated 
59,400 Americans including 
3,100 -Ohioans died from the 
disease. 

Nevertheless--despite the 
high incidence of and death 
from colorectal cancer--there 
is good news. 

Studies suggest that when 
colorectal cancer is detected 
and treated in an early local- 


ized stage, the five-year survi- . 


val rate is 76 percent for colon 
Gancer and 73 percent for rec- 
tat cancer compared with 28 
percent and 23 percent respec- 
tively, when the cancer is dis- 
covered after it has spread to 
other sites. 

_ . Studies in cancer causes and 
prevention have yielded impor- 
tant information on factors that 
increase a person's risk of 
developing colorectal cancer. 
Risk factors include age (more 
people over age 40 develop 
colorectal.cancer than 
younger people), a family his- 
tory of cancer of the colon and 
rectum, a history of bowel dis- 
eases such as ulcerative colitis 
or familial polyposis, and more 
recently diet (afithough diet as 
a.risk factor is not yet 
conclusive). 


~ Everyone, including those at 
risk and not a risk, can play a 
part in reducing their chances 
et dying from colorectal 
cancer by knowing the early 
warning signs of cancer of the 
colon and rectum. 

, Early symptoms of colorec- 
tal cancer are as follows: diar- 
rhea or constipation blood in 
the stool (either bright red or 
fark in color) stools that are 
Bmalier in width than usual; 
general stomach discomfort 


such as bloating, fullness, or. 


gramps; frequent gas pains: “A 
feeling that the bowel does not 
empty completely, loss of 
weight for no known reason 
and constant tiredness. 

‘It is important to note that 


these symptoms may also - 
occur because they are related — 


to other less serious bowel dis- 
orders. And, insome colorectal 
cancer cases, symtoms may 
fot appear at all. Probably the 
best advice for those expe- 
riencing symptoms--and those 
at risk with no symptoms-- 
would be to see a. physician for 
more information on early 
detection and screening 
procedures. 

Most importantly, people 
should not ignoré the symp- 
tome if- they: ocour- Over the 
years, attitudes toward colo- 
rectal cancer have been based 


on fear or faulty beliefs con- . 


éerning the outcome of devel- 
oping cancer of the colon and

slaves, she was educated-in public and church-supported elemen- 
tary and secondary schools and attended Tuskegee Institute. 

While still in her teens, she received a teaching certificate and 
taught for a time in a rural, one-room school. Then, at age 22, 
she headed north in search of greater educational and economic 
opportunities. 

After a brief stay in Chicago, she settled in’ Columbus where 
she met and, in 1927, married Collin. A. Bryce. Mr. Bryce, a 
native of Couva, Trinidad, died in 1969. 

In 1934, at the height of the Depression, Mrs. Bryce hit upon 
the idea of opening a flower shop to supplement the family 
income. Over the years, her bright idea bloomed into a thriving 
enterprise with a reputation for high quality and reliability. 

Still active at 81, Mrs. Bryce is a public relations consultant 
to the Pepsi-Cola Bottling Company of Columbus. She is a trustee 
of the Franklin Park Conservatory, the Better Business Bureau 
and the Columbus Area Community Mental Health Center. 

She received a 1984 Mayor’s Award for Voluntary Service, 
and was selected as an honorary co-chairperson for the 1985 
NAACP Freedom Fund Banquet. 

Mrs. Bryce is‘a member of Bethany Presbyterian Church. She 
is the mother of two sons and two daughters. One of her daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Colleen Mitchell, is president of the Ohio Council 
of Churches.
